The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-8, 12, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Imono et al '949, substantially for the reasons set forth in Paragraph No. 
5 of Paper No. 091605, together with the following additional observations. More 
particularly, in stark contrast to newly added claim 9 whose treated layer copolymer (A) 
containing composition is further crosslinked by a crosslinking agent such the ones 
being a member of newly added claims 1 1 and 18, applicants' independent claims 1 
and 4 as they now exist are anticipated by the Example 1 "Preparation of a Treat Agent" 
section in the reference for reasons already of record. Note again that only one 
copolymer (A) need be crosslinked in each of these claims, which the Examiner again 
reapectfully submits is accomplished by the presence of the ethylcellulose. With respect 
to applicants' argument that "(meth)acrylonitrile" (Response, page 13) does not also 
disclose "acrylonitrile" the Examiner must respectfully disagree. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 9-11, 13-15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Imono et al '949. The reference is again relied upon substantially as 
set forth above, except that as to the presence of crosslinking done by a more 
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conventional crosslinker such as the genus of crosslinkers set forth at Col 5, lines 6-9 
(which are used in the reference to crosslink the adhesive layer but not the treated 
layer) the following additional observations are set forth. The Examiner believes that for 
claims 9-1 1 it would be well within the ordinary skill of the art to "further" crosslink the 
treated layer of the protective tape of claim 9 with a member(s) of the aforementioned 
crosslinker genus of Col 5, one of ordinary skill being motivated by the desire to reduce 
the tackiness of the treated layer disclosed in the reference. As to the remaining ratios 
of alkyl (meth)acrylate/(meth)acrylonitrile taught in claims 13-15 these are each 
believed to be obvious optimizations to one of ordinary skill, in the absence of 
unexpected results. Finally, as to applicants' contention that they have disclosed 
unexpected results (Response, page 14, Incomplete paragraph) the Examiner finds 
the alleged Comparison to be simply inadequate and also essentially directed to claims 
which have been anticipated, not rendered obvious by the relied upon prior art. 
5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
